ing. Instead of some of the normal Army 
exercises such as push-ups, sit-ups and 
de e p-kne e bends, the trainees are using 
modern exercises designed to keep astro­ 


na uts physically fit. 
Pilot Program 
In a pilot program, E Company, 3d Bat­ 
talion, 1st Basic Combat Training Brigade, 
is testing for military use exercises origin­ 
ally developed for physical conditioning in 
the confines of a space capsule. The exer­ 
cises are performed with the aid of a small 
mechanical device. 
The device operates on the principle of 
resistance caused by the friction of a 
braided rope being drawn around a shaft— 
similar to a half-hitch. It can be adjusted 
from negligible resistance to a pull greater 
than the strength of a normal man and 
can be mounted inside or outside, or, for 
some exercises, held with the feet. 
1 2 Ex e rcise s 
In the experimental 
program, the 6- 
inch-by-2} j-inch device, with accompanying 
hand-hold lines and trail lines, is used in 
12 exercises. Most of the exercises begin 
with a 10-second isometric hold and con­ 
clude with a 12-second isotonic movement. 
The isometric phase places muscle pres­ 
sure against an immovable weight and the 
isotonic phase matches movement of mus­ 
cles against a pre-set movable weight. The 
combination of these two exercising prin­ 
ciples develops 
strength, endurance and 
body flexibility a t the same time. 
Conve ntiona l Tra ining Re pla ce d 
These 
exercises 
replace 
about 
three- 
fourths of conventional physical training 
in the new program. Still in use are the 
mile run, the horizontal ladder and other 
activities that keep hands and feet tough, 
a benefit not found in the new exercise 
program. 
Training officers say the trainees have 
been enthusiastic about the new exercise 
program. The officers feel the exercises have 
a distinct psychological advantage over 
other forms of physical training.

Earlier tests at Fort Polk have indicated 
that the exercises significantly reduce the 
amount of time necessary for physical con­ 
ditioning. In one five-week test, drill ser­ 
geant candidates using the new exercises 
scored higher on the physical combat pro­ 
ficiency test than other candidates who used 
the regular Army physical training drills. 
The higher score was achieved even though 
the group spent only one-third as much 
time on physical training.
